C hild Soloist Has Ancient In­ 
strument; To Flay Here 
On Friday. 


When 13-year-old Virginia Hersh­ 
ey plays in concert at Brua Chapel, 
Friday evening, for the benefit of 
the organ fund at the Gettysburg 
Presbyterian church, she will use 
the famous Gasport) da Salo violin, 
recently a gift from her father, Q. 
W. Hershey* of Pittsbuigh. 
This violin was made by da Salo, 
who lived from 1542 to 1609. 
He 
was the son of the painter. F ran ­ 
ces© di Bertolotti, and grandson of 
a iute-maker. 
His instruments are 
not dated, but he opened his first 
shop in Brescia in 1568, and soon 
commanded high prices. 
Cardinal 
Oldobrandini paid him 3000 ducats 
for 
the 
instrument 
having 
an 
angel’s face on its head, carved by 
Benvenuto Cellini, which 
became 
the property of Ole Bull in 1H4J. 
This instrum ent is now owned by 
Paul Koehanski, the Polish violin­ 
ist. 
Although Bull owned several 
Cremona violin.*, he preferred his 
da Salo to the others., 
The 
evolution 
of 
the 
violin 
reached its greatest perfection be­ 
tween the viol and violin patterns. 
He wa* one of the first lo make 
violins in their present shape. 
He 
had many pupils, among them be­ 
ing Amati, the teacher of Stradi- 
varius. 
The da Salo 
violins, of 
which 
there arc but few* remaining, are 
©©tod for their elegance of form 
and beauty of tone.

Peter Sheads Passes Away.—

respect to an alm ost life long resi­ 
dent of our town, having been bom, 
raised and spent nearly his whole 
life in G ettysburg. 
The 
one to 
whom we pay this trib u te is Peter 
Sheads, who died a t his home on 
E ast High street Friday night at 
10.25 o’clock, at the ripe age of 84 
years. 
Mr. Sheads was well ami favor­ 
ably known not only in G ettysburg 
but throughout the county. 
His 
m any good qualities of mind and 
heart 
endeared 
him

friends and 
neighbors,

sin­ 
cerely mourn his death.
